»ay at all. Because many of them par once in 
two or three years, while the proprietor pays 
•Tery Saturday (when he has the money). Be- 
cause many or the auctioneers state their 
clients are too poor to advertise in more than 
one paper, and the proprietor is too poor te> ad- 
Tertise gratis. Because the farmers, who haTe 
been always, and still are. our fast friends, hart, 
by a visitation of Providence, become too poor 
to encourage literature this present winter. 
Because the squatters say we go is for the 
people who sat their beef and mutton, and 
not for those who bny wool, and that 
in consequence the Chronicle Is unworthy of 
their support — the lsgic of which reason It is 
Tery hard to discover. Because the Legislature 
Imposes a tax e.i the conveyance of newspapers 
through the post, which presses very hardly on 
the proprieter — he nut only loses the papers of 
his nou-pav ing cnuntry subscribers, but hating 
to pay for "the privilege into tlie bargain. Be- 
cause the roads are t>o bad that it is impossible 
to reach many subscribers during the winter, 
and 

rTliettgiugi. "onr colic-tor" does succeed 
doing, he is very politely told to "call 
i next year.'* Because a general apathy 
pervades the entire district, the people seem- 
ing to hate made up their minds that to battle 
with monopoly and class legislation is to en- 
gage in a hopeless struggle against might, 
the eoiisruucmei" being that the farmer leave* 
his land untiih d, the capitalists cross the Mur- 
ray river, the larger ones to go to Queensland 
or New Zelund. the shopkeepers take refuge in 
the Insolvent Court, and the laborer feeds him- 
self with nis family at the public soup kitchen — 
tliev are all t&o poor to pay for a newspaper, 
and almost too wretched to read one. Because 
the proprietor of the Geelong Chronicle is of 
Dpbtton that eterv newspaper should be thor- 
oughly independent, and When it ceases to be 
Independent It becomes a public nuisance rather 
than a public ticnefit, and the editor becomes a 
mere puppet in the hands of the proprietor, 
who pulls the strings, "cabined, cribbed, con- 
lined," powerful for etil, powerless for good." 

Hams Cntrn with Dby Sugar. — A corre- 
spondent sends the New York Observer the 
following interesting advice on this subject: 

The meat must not lie allowed to freeze under 
»ny circumstances — freezing destroying the* 
property in the Juice", which prevent.} any ap- 
plication ol ssgor, molasses, or salt from uniting 
with them and forming the chemical combina- 
tion which keeps them from souring. Separate 
the right and left hams; spread them on a floor, 
shelf, or in a box. the thick part of each ham 
oterlapping the thick part with the butt elcta- 
ted three inches more than the shanks. Bear- 
ing In mind, through the whole process, that 
the retention of the juices by placing the hams 
In a proper position and freb from any kind of 
pressure is essential. 

To cure s ham of fifteen pounds weight re- 
quires one sstir.d of good brown sugar, two 
ounces reined and ground saltpetre, half a 
pound grouud sea salt. First application — salt- 
petre, and cotsr the face of the ham with sugar 
a quarter of an Inch thick; on the fifth day nth 
the skin side with sugar. 8econd application — 
saltpetre, and a mixture of three parts sugar and 
one part salt; on the setenth day rub as before. 
Third applicatiou — half sugar and half salt; lu 
seven days rub as before. Fourth application — 
►same as last; in seven days rub with half sugar 
and salt; clrau tkc flesh sido'of the ham. Fifth 



fruit; the salt is only to flavor it; for hams in- 
tended lor boiling, and which require more salt, 
yon may use salt according to your judgment, 
and give more t'mc. The ham Is now cured, 
snd. for purposes oi broiling, it will be found 
delicious. 

Hams should always be dried without smoke, 
hanging them In domestic sacks, shank down. 
If yon prefer smoke, hang for two months, and 
then commence smoking, observing to have 
your meal elevated as many feet from your firej 
as practicable. Smoke houses should be con- 
structed so that the smoke is admitted at the 
top of the building; the meat being tiear a dry 
floor, the smoke settles on the meat after being 
cooled. Hot 'moke should never touch meat. | 
Smoke very.slowly, using green hickory smoth- 
eied with green sawdust from white of burr oak 
tlmlwr, if Von can get it. I have never used 
snyt hing else, and therefore cannot speak of the 
merits of corn-cobs or sassafras; but as a rule 
use timber that smokes r<-4, not black; during 
the last six hours f moking throw rod peppers on 
the Hie, it keeps off the "skipper bug." You 
mav want to know what are the advantages 
gained by curing hams by this expensive pro- 
cess. Well, they are weight and superior quali- 
ty; as to their keeping I never had a chance to 
ascertain it — hams cured in this way being 
"gobbled np" immediately when placed in 
niaikct— their keeping qualities don't get a 
chauce to be tested. Compared with a sweet 
pickled ham there Is jnst the same superiority 
In quality as there is botweeu the sweet pickled 
Slid salted. Try a few. 

One word more about the special advantago 
of coring with sugar. Fat cured with salt is 
repulsive to wenS stomachs; consequently, a 
large portion is trimmed off hams intended for 
the American market, thatlnEogland is always 
retained, for two reasous — economy and pre- 
serving the juices. Stomachs that reject when 
salted find It palatable and delicious when cured 
with sugar. J. T. D.

How Coi.OKAtJO Tkrritokt EsCAPKn Alt 
Indian Massacre —The Rocky Mouulain (Don- 
er, N. T.) News of August 31st says: 
Few are aware how narrowly tho people of 
Colorado eeosped a general Indian massacre less 
than a week ago. The Indians had collected at 
a eainp on Kcaver Creek to the number of nearly 
1,000. There were none but warriors, ail 
mounted and without tents or baggage. On a 
certain time, which was to hate been last Mon- 
day night, or on the Bi-st or second one there- 
after, they were to divide and strike simultane- 
ously upon all the frontier settlements. About 
3t«l warrior" weie to attack Pueblo and then 
sweep the settle menta along the Arkansas and 
Fountain qui- Bouille; 200 were to aim for the 
head wateis of Cherry Creek, destroying the 
settlements right and left; a force of 100 was to 
attack Fort Lupton and the settlers thereabouts, 
. and a fourth part; of 800 were to take Latham 
and then clean out the settle inents along dowu 
the Platte river to the junction or beyoud. 
Their plans were admirably laid, and had they 
been carried out the most wholesales Indian 
mai-sacre ever known would have visited our 
unfortunate Territory ere this. When almost 
ready for execution, t»vo Cheyenne under-cuiefs 
visited the tia^inir post of un old plains trader 
for whom they had a strong friendship, and 
, warned him of what was coming. Thev told 
him that be must move himself and family 
and drive his slock away, or they would share 
the fate of the balance. ' He instantly mounted 
his bores, and in company villi anotuer Indian 
chief who bad remained friendly, rode sixty 
miles to this eity without stopping. He laid his 
information before the G manor; military 
couriers were at once despatched to all the 
threatened points, and every possible precaution 
taken to circumvent the savages. 

Fortunately, it was in time to prevent the 
most awful consequences. Tho Indians found 
the whites on the alert, and the threatened blow 
wns deferred, for Hie present at least. Thus a 
friendly Indian has pel formed the most signal 
service and save d huudreds of lives. But for his 
devotion, the horrors of Minnesota, upon a fir 
larger scale, would have been re-enacted in our 
very midst. During his absence the white 
trader's slock was all stolen by the savages. 1 lc. 
and a neighbor lost ouc hundred and fifty head 
of horses ond cattle.

As there was a notice m your journal, some 
three weeks since, of my arrest by General 
Lyon, of the Confederate forces, and as the 
nialter was known far and wide, and as I have 
numerous friends at a distance who are daily in- 
quiring to know Lite re-ull of llio matter. I ask 
to he beard through your widely-circulated 
columns. 

Ou the 20th of October, about sunrise, while 
putting on my clothes, I was informed by my 
family.that the rebels were coming. I looked 
out. aud the advance was then in my lots and 
stables taking my horses. 1 looked further up 
the 1 ire and saw, as I thought, one thousand or 
more, but in fact only about three hundred^ with" 
the Confederate flag fiauntiug in the breeze. 
They -made no particular demonstrations of 
hostility. Some asked for something to eat. 
After the main column had nearly passed, an 
officer rode to my steps aud called for me to 
api ear at the bead of the column. I was quite 
sick and feeble, not having been out of mv 
house or yard for more than two weeks. I tol 1 
the officer I ee«ild not go, a» I was not able. He 
said I must go, dead or alive. He. ordered a 
buggy, and 1 was put in it, and off we went. 
Alter going a mile or two, I came up with Gen. 
Lyon. He observed to me that I looked feeble 
and sick. I answered that I was, and desind to 
return as soon as possible. He told me that 
Colonel Sypert hod some demands on me, and I 
must go to where they would stop for breakfast. 
Off we went, and at the end of four miles they 
baltcd, and General Lyon alighted and came to 
my buggy; then called Colonel Sypert, with 
whom I had been acquainted in former davs. 
Colonel 8. addressed me as follows: "You, Mr. 
Kennedy, was a member of the Kentucky Legis- 
lature in 18til-'i!2 and part of 'OS. and voted for 
all those obnoxious laws passed by that body." 
I answered that I was the man. He then replied 
he knew that I was, and he had had his eve on 
me. stating all the acts of the Legislature, par- 
ticularly expatriation, Ac, which he said I had 
l ee ii very active in. I answered that all his 
charges were true, snd that I would again do 
the same things under the same circumstances, 
which, as a conscientious Representative, I be- 
lieved it to be my duty, and believed I was fully 
justified. He then said he had a friend in prison 
at Louisville for whom I must stand as a host- 
age. and he would parole me louse my influence 
to hate his friend, B. P. Wallace, of Webster 
comity, released, to report at Paris, Tenn. If 
unsuccessful. 1 was to rc'.'ort there myself in 
twenty days to bo held for Wallace until ex- 
changed. I must here say that General Lvou 
treated me very kindly and made some modest 
remonstrances agaitist Sypert's course, but 
finally agreed to take my parole, which I, in my 
teiy great%eakuess, both of body aud miud, 
consented to. I acknowledge I acted grecu in 
so contenting, but I done so for the moment, so 
I could be released and get back to mv bed. 
When Sypert went into the house to write my 
parole, he read it to General Lyon, who said he 
did not think I would sign it. The lady of the 
house, lieiug present, heard all that was said. 
"Yes," says S> pert, "he will; he is sick and will 
ilo that rather (ban be dratrged over the Tcn- 
n esses hills, which be knows be can't stand." 
So 1 was rrlrasfd but badly whipped, and returned 
borne, My particular friend, Colonel B. H. 
Brlstovr, was then in Louisville, to Whom I sp- 
p«-a!td for assistance. Hi' went to work tor mv 
relief, and linallv B. P. Wallace was released 
and sent through to CUrksvOta, with liberty to 
report to Lvou at Paris, T. uncssce. I received 
through Colonel Bristow a telegram from Col. 
Kairieish, that, on the 9th inst.. General Bur- 
In idge bad ordered his release in Bag behalf 
On Saturday I received a few lines from Wal- 
lace, then oh his way. 8o I feel much relieved, 
with a thankful heart to General Burbridge, and 
v< iir most excellent commander of the post. 
Colonel Fairlciglf. If it is not loo much trouble, 
I would like for Colonel Fairleigh to make a 
statement of the order in your paper, which will 
be regarded as a favor by myself and many 
anxious liiends.

THE CZAR ALEXANDER IN FRANCE 

[From the Lrudon Poet, October SSUlJ 

A communication from Nice states that the 
Emperor andEmpressof Russia, with their chil- 
dren, made an excursion on Sunday In an open 
carriage to Yillefranche. In the eteniug hls 
Majesty, accompanied by Baron de Budberg, 
Prince Dslgorouki, and Baron d'Aldberg. at- 
tended the representation at the Italian theatre. 
His Majesty was also present at the performance 
iheeteningafter. The imperial yacht, the Aigle, 
had arrived at Yillefranche for their Majesty's 
service. A letter gives tome details of the re- 
view of the Chacteurt of the Guard Iit the Em- 
peror. It says: Rain fell without intermission 
from eight in the morning. About one the 
wind veered round to the south, and continued to 
blow with great violence. The rain, howeter, 
did not pretent the Emperor of Russia from re- 
tiewln^ the battalion of footchassenreof thelm- 
perial Guard. When Alexander II. arrived iq 
the C hamp-de-Murs the band played the Russian 
national hymn. His Majesty wore the uniform 
of rolcnel of the chasseui sof the Russian Guard. 
After having examined very attentively the 
arms asd equipments of th» French soldiers, 
snd conversed with seteral of the sub-officers, 
he pasted along the froul of the battalion. It 
was remarked with legitimate satisfaction that 
hi* Majesty bowed low in giving tha military 
salute as he pasted before the flag, the eagle of 
wbieh has been decorated with the Legion of 
Honor since the battle of Solferino. The in- 
spection having terminated, the Count de Geslin 
put the battalion through several manoeuvres, 
and the precision with which they were exe- 
cuted, and the agility of the soldiers, excited the 
warm approbation of the Czar. After the filing 
off, the Ersperor Alexatidcr called the officers 
to him and congratulated them on command- 
ing inch soldiers, sud thanked Ihe Count de 
Gerlin. their commsnder, shaking him at the 
taici time br the hand.

a visit lo the. 'Emperor of the French. The 
Emperor Alexander wished to make the first 
visit in order to express his thanks for the kind 
reception given him in France. At half past 
ten the Emperor Napoleon Tisitefl in his turn 
the Emperor and Empress of Russia. He after- 
wards took a walk in the town, and was every- 
where received with acclamation. At noon the 
two sovereigns reviewed the troops of the gar- 
rison. The rain coming or** prevented the pro- 
jected visit to Yillefranche, where the Rus-ian 
tquadron and the French imperial yacht, the 
A'mle, are at anchor. The Emperor Napoleon 
diued with their Majesties of Russia, and in the 
evening there was a grand representation at 
the Italian theatre.

The soldier ev- 
idently spoke" without any partlenlM meaning, 
but the readv answer reminds one of the reply 
made lo the Empress Mother by a Zaukge be- 
longing to the detachment sent to dt> duty at 
Nice during Her Majesty's stav there in 18G0. 
Wishing that the men sjiotdd be well fed. she 
visited the post one morning and inquired how 
the mess of the regiment was regulated. One 
of the men at once stepped forward, and giving 
the military salute, replied: "In an ordinary 
way, your Majesty, we usually have a bifteck 
aux pommes, turleey, sweets, coffee, antl a bot- 
tle, of Bordeaux wine." "Very well," replied 
the Empress, "I will give orders that nothing 
shall ix» olianced in your usual fare. " It is prob- 
ably under the influence of that reminiscence 
that the Emperor Aletander II. has just decided 
that the men on guard shall lie supplied from 
his own kitchen, and that their mess shall be 
such as to satisfy the most dainty Chasseur. His 
Majesty, in addition, has given a banquet, as 
you a(e probably aware, to the whole battalion, 
which is the more honorable to the soldiers ibat 
ihe Emperor had expressed a wish to make 
Ihem a present of live thousand fumes, which 
they declined.

The mixed representation given at the Italian 
Theatre was extremely brilliant. All ihe places 
had been engaged belbro the opening of the 
doors. Every one was atifious to see their 
Russian Majesties, whose -presenco bad been 
announced. The Emperor came alone, and tho 
moment he arrived the curtain rase. IIi< Majes- 
ty took his place, as on the preceding evening, 
in Ihe box of the Prefecture, having near him 
Barorj de Budberg and two aides-de camp. 
After the first act of the Sonnam hula the French 
company performed the Boorreau des Cranes, a 
vaudtviile iu three acts which was played with 
much spirit. His Majesty appeared to enjoy 
exceedingly this amusing piece. About half- 
past ten, Immediately after the conclusion of 
the vaudeville, the Emperor retired. 

The Invalids Russe asserts that the visit of 
the Czar to Nice was simply an act of courtesy, 
and devoid-of any political object. Russia pre- 
lers lilierality of action and desires no alliances.

Jauntt Pam. — The English papers ar.ncince 
that on the 20th of October, ]7<M, Henry 
John Temple, Viscount Palmerston, now 
her Majesty's first Minister of State, was born 
at Broad lands. In the county of Hants. Not 
sine e the year 1710, when Sydney. Lord Godol- 
phln, was asrnptly dismissed by Queen Anne.' 
hat a Prime Minister of England conducted the 
national affairs at such an age at that to which 
Lord Falmeritcn has attained. When Lord 
raliuerston wat born, William Pitt, then la the 
" h year of hit age, bad holden the Premiership 
abont twelve month'. Fox, hit great polities! 
rival, wat ten years older, and had been in Par- 
liament fifteen years; Sheridan was 38, and had 
lieea four year's in the honfe; Burke was M, 
snd bad a Parliamentary experience of IS years. 
Wilberforee, who was of the tame age as Pitt, 
bad formed one of the little band who, headed 
by Burke and Fox, had not ceased to condemn 
the policy which had led to the establishment 
of the American Republic, then in the ninth 
year of its existence. Wra. Cobbett, then just 
was doing duty as a corporal in the inhos- 
pitable regions of New Brunswick. Louis XVI. 
was barely 50, and had swayed the French scep- 
tre for ten comparatively peaceful years, scarce- 
ly dreaming of approaching bloodshed and 
revolution. But Lord Palmerston't education, 
which was begun at narrow, and continue I -. 
the Universities of Edinburgh aud Cambridge, 
progressed amid events of more stirrtbg inter- 
est. The present prime minister was a verv lit- 
tle boy when the commencement of the trial of 
Warren Hastings commanded so much attention 
throughout the country. Dragging its tlow 
length along for seven weary years, it was far 
from completed when the horrors of the French 
Revolution burst like a thunderclap over 
Europe. It was during his lordship't school- 
day,- that Ibe great ttatc trial" of Hardy. Thel- 
wall, and Heme Took created such universal 
'xcitement; when Erskine's farr.oui defence ex- 
ploded forever the doctrine of constructive 
treason In England. It was during the tame 
period that the Prince of Wales married 
the unfortunate Princess Caroline of Bruns- 
wick; that a desperate war wat carried 
on against Ttppoo Saib snd hit torn; 
that the memorable Irish rebellion broke 
out, and the legislative union wat effected. We 
now paseto January. lSOf. Barely three montht 
i elapsed since ti e battle of" Trafalgar bad 
annihilated the naval forces of France and 
Spain; and. amid many tokentof national grief, 
the body of Nelson had just lieen deposited in 
St Paul't Cathedral. At that time Sir Charles 
(afterwards Earl) Grey, who entered Parliament 
in 17£ii, bad for some years labored unsuccess- 
fully in the cause of reform. Burke, who re- 
tired from the political arena in 17:H, had been 
dead nice years. Canning had enjoyed a par- 
liamentary experience of thirteen years, and 
had given repeated proofs of those "great ora- 
torical gifts which won for him the title of the 
( m t ro of the Senate. Lord Castlereagh had 
been in the house fnat one year less, and held as 
firmly then as he did in after life, that the people 
having nothing to da with the laws but to obey 
them. The cumbrous proceeding iu the Court of 
Chancery, then presided over by that everlasting 
doubter. Lord Cbar.eellor Eldon, pressed hardly 
upon impoverished suitors. Jeremy Bentham 
v.Ss busily agilating for law reform, while Rom- 
ilv bad just commenced his efforts for sweeping 
iw:.v : ome of the ..atiguinary penal laws then in 
such great force iu the statute-book. Wilber- 
force, who bad been denounced bv the Duke of 
Clarence (afterwards William IV.) as "a med- 
dling fanatic, who ought to be expelled from 
Parliament." had Bat ceased to demand the 
abolition of the slavetradc. Fox, with the lead- 
ing men of the opposition, had long abandoned 
Pitt in his policy with respect to the war witb 
France, when, on January 23, 180il. the lofty 
spirit of the brillinnt commoner, then at the 
head of the Administration, tank under the 
overthrow of the Continental coalition against 
Napoleon, of which he had been the directing 
genius. The death of Pitt rendered vacant his 
seat for the University of Cambridge, and this 
was the first opportunity for the present Pre- 
mier to step into public life. It was the second 
Parliament of the United Kingdom. Lord 
Palmerston was then in the twenty-second year 
of his age, and had succeeded to his title 
about fonr years previously, ne had just 
tnkeu his degrees of M. A. at the University, 
the representation of which he now contest- 
ed with Lord Henry Petty, who was after- 
wards the Marquis of Lan'sdowuc. The prize 
upon this occasion was borne off by Lord 
Henry Petty. Lord Palmerston was, however, 
imme diately afterward returned for the nomina- 
tion borough of Bletchingly, a village Of Surrey. 
The death of Mr. Fox, on the 18th of Septem- 
ber in the same, year, was the cause of numerous 
charges in the ministry of "All the Talents" 
which- had succeeded Pitt; and when, in the 
March followinr. Lord Grenville resigned the 
reigns of power into the hands of the Dnkc of 
Portland L' rd Palmerston, who this vear ex- 
changed Blctchinglv forNewjxirt, Isle of Wight, 
commenced his official life by hecominz a lord 
of the admiralty. It was In this capacity that 



tween Lord Castlereagh and MrrTiannirtg on the 
TZA of September, 1809, led to the break- 
ing up of this administration, for which 
was substituted one by Mr. Spencer Per- 
clval, in which Lord Palmerston was ap- 
pointed Secretary at War. In 1*11 he waj re- 
t urned for the University of Cambridge, and held 
ihe post of Secretary of War without interrup- 
tion for nineleen years under five successive 
gov< rnments. In 182* he, together with Mr. 
Hnsldeeon and Mr. Grant, representing what 
might be termed the Canning party of the Duke 
of Wellington's ministry, Feccch d from that Ad- 
ministi ation. For two years Lord Palmerston 
was without office, when, on the. resignation of 
the Duke of Wellington nnd tbo accession of 
ICarl Grey to power in November. 1S.10, his lo _ d- 
ship was appointed Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs. In the foBowtug year hit attach' 
merit to the foreign policv of hit colleagues lost 
him his seal for the University of Cambridge, 
and he fell back on his old borough of Bletch- 
Ittgly. This was one of the fifiwix swept 
iv by schedule A, of the Reform Bill, and 
Lord Palmerston next found a scat for South 
Hants. He retained the foreign secretaryship 
until November, 1884. when Sir Robert Peel 
ome into office for a few months. In Decem- 
ber of the same yunr. defeated at South Hants, 
he noble Lord look refuge at Tiverton, which 
be has ever since represented. In April, 
lscj. r >, Lord Melbourne came into power, 
nnd Lord Palmerston resumed his functions 
it the Foreign Office, contiiiu'm<r to hold 
the seals of. that department until Sir Rob- 
rt Peel's return to the Treasury Bench in Sep- 
tember, 1811. Another five years of opposition 
now ensued, wheu, on the accession of Lord 
John, Russell to (be premiership in July, 1818, 
I-orri Palmerston was reinstated in his post of 
Foreign Secretary, where he remained until De- 
cember, 1k51. In DecemlKT, IMS, ou the forina- 
ion of the Aberdeen Ministry, Lord Palmerston 
was apjeointed Home. Secretary. He filled this 
posi until the breaking U I' °f the Government 
u February, lcSaA, when be was appointed 
Prime Minister. In February, I Nf>x, the adverse 
vote of the House of Commons on the Conspir- 
cy bill obliged him to give place to Earl Der- 
b>; but in June, 18-">9, be was again called upon 
lo construct an Administration, of which he 
till remains the head. Of the premier's col- 
enaues in the present Cabinet, Earl Russell is 
he next in poiut of age, and lie is 72. When 
Lord Palmerston entered Parliament. LordRus- 
ell was doing his contineutal tour, Sir George 
Grey was a little boy seven years of age. the 
Earl of Clarendon was six, the Lord Chancellor 
ami Sir Charles Wood one vear less, Mr. Villiers 
nd Ixird Stanley of Ahierly numbered four 
summers, the Duke of Somerset was just two 
ears old, while neither the names nor the 
title si of the present Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Earl Granville, the Duke of 
Argylc, Earl de Grey, Mr. Millur Qitison, 
nid Mr. Card well, bad then been heard of. 
i'he extent of Lortl Palmerston't patronage has 
been enormous, and never since the days of Sir 
llol-crt Walpolc, has an English Prime Minister 
wielded the sword of Slate with so much ad- 
vantage to his party. Of the prelates who now 
onttaute tin- hierarchy, no less than seventeen 
we their positions to Lord Palmerston. He 
has besides nominated to several deaneries and 
canonriea. Ue has added seventeen names to 
the rolls of the pi erage. ne has created eigh- 
teen baronets. In his two Governments he bos 
l ad the services of three lord-chancellors, four 
attorneys, and six solicitor-generals; he has ap- 
pointed the chiefs in the Coqrls of Qm-cn's 
Bench and Common Pleas; while of the fifteen 
judge s of her Majesty's three courts of common 
laws who administered justice on Lord Palmer- 
ston 's tirtl accession to power only four now 
hold the same positions they occupied iu 
February, Use, He has had the appointment 
of Jnst one-half of the 110 lordlicutcnanta of 
ibe United Kingdom, and has disposed 
of two- thirds of the 2£ garters. He has added 
mote than -10 names to the rrivy Council, and 
of ll>C 211! members of that body as at present 
existing, the Piemierliimself is the oldest mem- 
ber, hex ing been sworn in 55 years ago. Of the 
minor dcsciiplions of patronage in the hands of 
ihe diflerent departments of the Government, 
we have no room to speak. He has made three 
Viceroys or India, two Lord-Lieutenants of Ire- 
lai d. and two Governor- Generals of Canada; 
while every colony and dependency, from the 
(reccing latitudes of New Brunswick to the 
scorching swamps of the Gold Coast, has had a 
new ruler placed over its Inhabitants. In the 
colonial episcopate there is similarly extensive 
e vide nce of the effects of Lord PaknerStoO'S be- 
■ng ill power. And, Anally, during his re-i-m ON

Tun Drum or Leech.— Suddenly, there is a 
greet blank among us, aid the shadow of great 
earknees. One of our dearest and most delighu 
fil companions, one whom not only we, but 
aiso all whoss eyet will rest upon these' columns 
unit think of as In tome sett a cherished com- 
panion, is taken from ns. John Leech, known 
to the public as one of the most kindly and tho 
rcost graceful humorists that ever lived, known 
tc his friends for s peculiar gentleness and re- 
finement of character that at first tight 6eemed 
at it were in opposition to the robuttness of hit 
judgment, and therefore look many people by 
nrprise. died on Saturday evening at 7 o'clock. 
Tie death of Garriek was taid to have eclipsed 
the gayety of nations, and the death of Mr. Leech 
nil touch many more hearts, both of this and 
other nations, tbin Garriek ever reached. 
Aefbougb he looked ttrong, he had been long a 
a infierer, and complained of tlecplessness; his 
inresstnt brain-work induced a peculiar irrita- 
bility witb which most persons have a tendency 
t ' jeetratherthantotvmpatluze. He wasmuch 

i i 1. me in Brunewirk-equare bv street music. 
He hoped to get peace at Kensington, especially 
tfheshnt them ont by the device of double 
v:V i wr; but he had no pence, and in addition 
to the torment of tho organs he came to be 
»fi"c;ed at early dawn by the hammer of some 
until mechanic. His friends made light of it, 
»r.d fried to jest with him. " Ton mav 
laugh:" he would say, "but I a c -'ur" r-n 
it will kill me." ' He was to unwril 
tha] during this last Summer he was obliged to 
go abroad, and he was forbidden lo indulge in 
Ins favorite exercise of riding on horseback. 
He cante back better in the Antnmn, but ttill 
he was strangely susceptible to noise, and only 
a .'cryiighl ago be spoke with more than his 



the tinallness of the sympathy which he re- 
ceived from people who have to work with 
their brains in a mere routine. At last his suf- 
ferings have come to an end, and if any of his 
friends were Ineliaed to treat them as Imaginary 
ibeywill now be convinced. It it not a vear 
fir e be stood in tears by the grave of his 
ecLeol.feliow, Tkaekeray, and now his friends 
will follow bim, too, to'his long home. Thev 
were school-fellows together, and thev were 
•feilow-workers together in Puncb; both had 
something even of womanly gentleness inter- 
mingled with the strength of their characters; 
and both were, in their ttylet of working, 
classical. 

Although Mr. Leech lived to be forty-seven 
vears- of age, the record of his life is short and 
simple. He was born in London in 1*07, and 
was edueatiMi at the Charter House. He left 
school to study medicine, and had made consid. 
crable progress In that direction before he dis- 
covered what was to be his true path in life. 
His first sketch in Punch, entitleel "ForeiiA 
Affairs," appeared ill the first week of August, 
1841, and thenceforward the history of his life 
is to 1 e seen week by week in the pages ot that 
popular periodical. No doubt he was otherwise 
engaged also. He illustrated almanacs and 
novels, bookt or travels and poems. A Christ- 
mas time without two dozen sketches by Leech, 
full of the most graceful and delicate humor, 
would be ft strange Christmas, indeed, a Christ- 
ina- which might as well be without hollv and 
mistletoe, dancing and good cheer. He always 
took great pains as Christmas drew nigh, and 
year by vear seemed to surpass himself in deli- 
cacies of touch, and in the charm of his humor. 
But. it was thrsngh the weekly pages of Punch, 
far more than through the yearly almanac, that 
Mr. Leech was best known to the public; and 
his life is there reflected. He goes to France 
and draws a French scene; to Scotland and 
draws a 8coteh one. Then his experiences 
of onr social life— bis pictures of balls, 
dinner-parties, meess-room-, bachelors' cham- 
bers, Rotten-row, gardeus, parks, streets, 
watering sp] aces, shooting-parties, hunting- 
fields, boating, fishing, and we know not 
what else, make up such a history of his time as 
to the future historian will be invaluable. The 
fashion, of the day. the passion of the hour, is 
n fleeted on his page as in a photograph. And 
while we have thus in his sketches a curiously 
complete history of certain phases of this Victo- 
ria ci a. we have also in thein a picture and a 
chronicle of the artist's own life. Any one, 
without knowing Mr. Leech personally, chn de- 
tect in these sketches the work ufa keen-sight- 
ed, hearty sort of man, healthy and broad in his 
sympathies, full of fun, but slill more charmed 
with gn.ee, and sensitive to beauty, fond of 
dwelling on all youthful beauty, food of beauti- 
ful dogs and horses, but, above all thiugs, fond 

We have said that he was classical in bis stvle 
of working. One cr.nnot well speak of the ri- 
diculous in itself as classical; and much of Mr. 
I c a e-ie's work concerned the ridiculous. But in 
bim the sense of the grotee-o,ue and the love of 
satire was never allowed to interfere wiih. much 
Irf s fe override, bis attrsjetessj to whatever was 
beautiful and tiue. There never was a carica- 
turist who was so little of a caricaturist — who 
rould give the truth of nature on so many dif- 
ferent sides, nnd seemed at tho same time to 
have so quick an eye for whatever Is lovely in 
nature. He drew with equal ease a fine lady 
and a crossing-sweeper; on the same page he 
.would bewitch the reader of Punch with the 
loveliest of little maidens, and provoke him with 
tile vulgarest of upstarts. And he was always 
seeing and drawing something new. Suddenly 
we should be astonished with some sea-piece, in 
which the billows were rendered with wonder- 
ful skill: or we had some monntain scenery, or 
a glade in a wood, or ploughed fields, or stand- 
ing corn. He never stood still. When we won- 
dered what slieiulel come next, wo had some rare 
sky; some" curious effect of light. And all this 
display of scenery was the mere, background to 
views in which m»n and women and chil- 
dren were the chief objects of interest. All 
teemed to flow from bis' pencil so easily that 
people scarcely enough understood how hard he 
worKed. He must have worked very hard to pro- 
.dueeso much variety in constant succession week 
aflcrweek for more than twenty rears. Hedied, 
too, in lmrness, working to the last, and work- 
ing, indeed, beyond his strength. With char- 
acteristic generosity, he made unusual exer- 
tions In aid of his relatives, and his labors were 
latterly more severe than they need have been 
if be bad only to think of himself and his house- 
bold. These anxieties and exertions have at 
lengtk struck him down— and who Is there to 
till his place? A good, great man, of line and 
rare genius, has gone from among us, and we 
shall not know how much he was to us until 
vtc discover, by his loss, that nature does not 
often produce such artists as John Leech, One 
of our greatest artists. 8ir Edwin Landseer, has 
said that there is scarcely a sketch of Mr. 
Leech's which is not worthy to lie. framed by 
itself and hung on our walls. Other arti-n are 
equally strong in bis praise. No man envied 
bim. The public at large think more of the 
human interest that belongs to hit drawings 
and the amusement which may be derived from 
them. But, over nnd ahove,' this, they have 
qualities which, notwithstanding the lowliness 
of tlec material employed, will hereafter confer 
on Mr. Leech'a sketches a very high reuowu as 
works of ar^

The Richmond Dispatch of the 18th says of 
Sherman's movement: The only official infor- 
mation received by the press yesterday was that 
Sherman had destroyed the Northwestern aud 
Atlanta railroatl from Atlanta to Alatoona, the 
Chattahoochle bridges included. This move- 
ment U difficult to understand, except as ex- 
plained by the unofficial reports that were in 
circulation during yesterday. If they be true, 
the destruction of the railroad can be under- 
stood, though it will still appear a superfluous 
labor. 

Reports have it that Sherman, having burned 
Atlanta on the Ijtb, had set out for Macon with 
three corps, amounting to 35,000 men, and that 
be bad on yesterday reached Jouesboro, ti miles 
from Atlanta. 

If there is truth in these accounts, as we be- 
lieve there is, Wheeler has much to answer for. 
It devolved npon bim to watch Sherman and 
keep posted as to bis movements. Only four 
days ago reported him moving toward Bridge- 
gha 

As above stated, we retrret to say that this 

latter is corroborated by other cvidcuce. Sher- 
man will, we think, meet with opposition he 
does not expect before he reaches the fortifi- 
cations of Macon. These works, should he ever 
reach them, be will find of the most formidable 
character, and witli the troops that before that 
time will be collected in them, must give him s 
vast deal more trouble than he evidently counts 
anon. 

li the Georgians will battle for their trenches 
as the Petersburg militia did last summer for 
theirs, and as the Richmond militia did last June 
for theirs, or as the Richmond militia did at 
tbo Staunton river bridge late in the summer, 
Macen will be saved. 

In undertaking this expedition, Sherman is 
too prudent a man to rely upon subsisting bis 
army ou the country, and It becomes intcrest- 
iiif; and important to consider at what point he 
calculates upon for bis base of supplies. His 
de struction of the railroad northwest of Atlanta 
proves that he has cutfloose from Chattanooga 
us a base. He must be, therefore, looking to 
siime point on the Atlantic or the Gulf. 

tVc are dispeised for several reasons to believe 
Pcnsacola Is tho selected point. This is not be- 
cause of its greater proximity thau any other 
post to his present field operations. But it 
is ascertained that for more than a month very 
[arace supplies have been accumulated there. If 
he fails to take Macou at the first dash, he will 
probably make fur Peusucola, and make it nis 
new base of supplies and operations. 

It is not to be presumed that ho carries with 
him sufficient to enable him to cuter upon a 
siege wbieh shaU occupy any considerable length 
of time. We have veutured the opinion that 
Sherman had Pcnsacola in view as a base of 
supplie', but it is proper to say there are rea- 
fonS why be might select some poiut on the 
Atlantic as being nearer at hand. Savannah, 
for instance, offers advantages, did not the ap- 
proach involve the certainty of great aud heavy 
fighting. We look with interest to full and au- 
thentic news from Georgia. 

The Sentinel, generally looked upon as Jeff 
Davis's organ, has the following: The war news 
is exciting to-day, nnd tells of activity every- 
where. The campaign of lSGi, instead of pass- 
ing away in peace, Is to expire in storm. The 
1Kb day of November is here, and winter has 
given ample warning that he is not far behind 
his time, but in Virginia new movements are on 
foot, and iu Georgia and Tennessee vast cam- 
paigns, singularly complicated, are in process 
of development. 

About Sherman's movements the Sentinel 
says, tbc first point marked for capture by Sher- 
man is Macon, distant from Atlanta 103 miles. 
Macon gained, we are informed he is to move on 
Savannah, 190 miles from Matron, aud upon 
Charleston, 150 miles further, and perhaps is to 
form a point in the grand tour. Having re- 
solved upon such a march Sherman has com- 
mitted himself to It by tearing up the railroad 
behind as far back as Alatoana and by destroyj 
ing the bridge over the Chattahooehie. 

A singular mancrnvre to be sure. Since his 
peo] lc at he mc have heard nothing from bim 
we trust they never will again. It is the specu- 
lation of some that instead of marching upon 
Savannah and Charleston, Siecrman will move 
tor Montgomery and Mobile. Go which way be 
will be has long roads be-fore him, and It will be 
onx fault if they prove not rough ernes. 

V ill Beauregard tin u and pursue Sherman, or 
ve il! he prosecute bis own campaign ? One is 
moving seiutb, the other north, nis purposes 
arc necessarily secret; nor arc we In possession 
of information for an opinion as to the beat 
policy. It is to be ho]H:d that the people of the 
Slates through which Sherman proposes to 
marcl) will Hing themselves upon him with a 
Courage that shall be to their honor. 

There is a capital difference between his sltu- 
stion and that of Hood He is In the enemy's 
country, while Hood is among friends. No 
sacrifice of property, no activity of opposition 
must t>e counted now or considered excessive; 
tear down bridges, block roads, remove or de- 
stroy supplies, cut off foragers, and fight at 
every fiass. 

II Bherman should be able to accomplish such 
a journey as that he proposes— foraging as he 
goo— it will be proof that be was not becom- 
ingij resisted. On the whole, the situation of 
tflidrs in the East and South is extremely intcr- 
cstlnc, and important events hasten to their ac- 
complishment. 

The rel e Is arc evidently stirred by Bherman's 
move inent, and they are not altogether at rest 
about Giant.

them prisoners. The trio at first refused to 
surrender, when tho Union Guards fired the 
house lor the purpose of burning them out. 
Before the dames had obtained much headway 
they were extinguished by a young lady, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Thompson, who boldly sallied from 
the house and dashed water upon the fire. The 
rebels then surrendered without resistance. The 
Home Guards started in the directiou of Ellr.a- 
bethtown with their prisoners. It was reported 
in Biacdenburg on Sunday evening that the 
guerilla Captain, Walker Taylor, with his band, 
was in hot pursuit of the Union Guards, and 
swore that he would rescue tbe captives. 

Harrison, Taylor, and Shackelford arethrce of 
the most prominent guerilla leaders In the State, 
and they have proved very troublesome fc the 
counties bordering on the Ohio river. They 
claim to be officers commissioned iu the rebel 
army.

LETTER FROM ATLANTA. 
FTRES TH THK Ci T V Til K T. \ ST RKHKL ATT.UHC 

Ati.axta, Not. 11, lsst. 

The scenes of the past few days within the 
limits of the city have been most lively. The 
ear-shed of the Atlanta and Chattanooga Rail- 
road during the past week has been the great 
centre of attraction, not only to item-seekers, 
but te< those who have felt that life depended 
upon their presence there. The sbejd Is a mag- 
nificent structure, built of brick aud uon, and 
large enough to admit three traius entering 
abreast, its platforms arc broad and roomy, 
and iis e.fliees — wbieh are constructed witlun 
the buildlne: — lartre and convenient. These 
platforms, and offices have been filled constantly 
w ith the effects of both whites and negroes, who 
have manifested a aingulaily intense auxiely to 
leave their homes ard seek new ones in the 
Cuiet towns and villages of the distant North. 
1 have pitieel these poor homeless creatures, 
as tiny wailed so patiently and un- 
complainingly for the favorable moment 
wl.cn they might obtain the necessary room 
within a car for their household goods, and a 
seat upon iis root for tho lranst>ortation of 
themselves. Many of them have remained 
night after night in succession, wailing and 
hoping that each succeeding viiril would be 
sin ce .-.-ful in its result. To-uii;bt all who have 
entertaine d Ihe idea of reruoviifg — or nearly all 
— <bre in the North, or on tbeirway. Thousands 
of negroes, old and young, have looked upon 
the sunny South and its attendant benefits and 
ceils for the last time, as theey doubtless be- 
lieved. They have left the old, familiar haunts 
which they have frequeuted, with regret, and 
have felt that an Imperative necessity forced 
them into the land of tbo stranger. 

The city is now deserted, except by soldiers. 
Perhaps erenthey will leave it worthless and 
desolate. About half a dozen fumilics sliil re- 
main, in the hope that their property may be 
preserved through Che instruinvuialily of their 
presence. 

As I am wilting, there are houses in flames in 
five or six different sections of the city. Some 
of them have been tired by soldiers without au- 
thority, while eilhers are supposed to have been 
given up as food for the devouring element by 
their owners, in order that our forces might 
not use them for military purposes. This sup- 
position is doubtless correct, for a decided ob- 
jection has been made iu the majority of in- 
stances by householders when officers and sol- 
diers have taken possession of the property. The 
first fire began a short distance from the market- 
house, and to the south of the Macon railroad. 
A breeze was blowing at the time, and the 
bouses, being constructed of wood, burned antl 
spread with great rapidity. At first, no effort 
uses made to extinguish the flames; but. as they 
communicated with houses toward Whitehall 
Street,* m the neighborhood of buildings where 
huge 111181111111* of stores were temporarily 
placed, an order was Issued by which infortls 
were stationed in the neighborhood of the con- 
flagration, and all but those who were assisting 
to cheek- the. further progress of the tl ■}»■•■> 
were kept In in their immediate neisbborhood. 

A second lire was blazing brightly on Buck- 
head street, near Decatur, where eight fine resi- 
dences were entirely destroyed. Every street 
was occupied by guards after the fire com- 
menced, and no one, cither citizen or soldier, 
could pass along iu any direction without an 
order to halt, at every corner. Still further 
south from Buck head street, in the direction of 
tbe medical college, were houses In Jlaines. 
Their lierlil gave Allanlaa brilliant illumination, 
but it also brought despair and wretchedness to 
tbe already stricken hearts of eittiwns. As I 
passed down Peachtree street toward mv lodg 
ices after having satisfied my apjietite in the 
wm cf the extensive destruction til property, I 
merely glanced at the lights which were spring- 
ing np it other portions of tbe city without 
fe i-lirg a faint desire to advance toward them. 
Iliongh I knew that many of these buildings 
belonged to those who wee enemies to their 
country, vet 1 could not rejoice in their destruc- 
tion when I knew that It was accomplished by 
I ersons who were acting without the alighteat 
shade of authority upon which thev might lean 
lor support should they lie required to attempt 

■ iusiitie ation of their conduct. Those who will 
lire a dwe lling contrary to orders, while eon- 
necicd with the army, will not hesitate to re- 
pe at tbc act when away from their military 
comrades. Had not prompt measures been 
nde pte d the city in less thau two hours would 
have been one vast she-et of flames. 

It appears that an impression became gen- 
eral that the city would be destroyed soon 
Those who were prompted tie take the inili Hire 
in such a business displayed a degree of deprav- 
ity und lawlessness of heart entirely unexpected 
bv all, and must have been educated In a strange 
school, indeed, to delight in engaging in so vil- 
lanous an employment. Should it be found 
necessary to lav Atlanta in ruins, and should on 
order he' issued for the purpose of carrying into 
execution the design, many, while thev re 
gretted the necessity which compelled them 
fa> applv the torch to these beautiful res|. 
iderces and valuable public buildings, wemlel 
make no hesitation in complying with the 
command of their snperloromcer: nor would 
thev question the I'onee tness of his judgment lu 
deciding npon ibis course of conduct. 

Tbe most noble-minded, as well as the most 
low, depraved, and devilish; the most moral as 
well as unmoral; the most brave, as well is cow- 
ardly are to be found in even armv. Men have 
enlisted and are with the army who have few 
thoughts but pore, hole ones; while others are 
ii capable of thinking notify, pnrrlv, or kin llv 
toward either God or man. " AM must find some

This city has a nnmber of elegant churches 
Pmco our army has scon here, each Sunday 
til recently, hae be, n strictly ob-crveT bv tli^ 
pastors of them all. Both eitlzenVauJ ■ !i et! 
have met and communed with each other on 
he important topic of religion. It was a cheer- 
ing thought, that a religious element existed 
, among those of the aftny and of tile city 
Among other churehes I noticed one r.articn 
larly, on account of its modest, comfortable 
and substantial appearance. It U situatod 
almost opposite the City nail, and is surrou-ded 
ay beautiful shade-trees, which have grown 
thriftily and gracefully under the care and skill 
ct tho pastor's hand. This church is called Si. 
Paul's Episcopal. As I passed it vesterdav 1 
beard strange sounds issuing therefrom The 
ee arse, boisterous laugh of habitues of low grog. 
! tries might equal, but notexcel.it. I passed 
' around to the joor, and witnessed a scene which 
I shall never forget. The scats were all 
taken away; but three rude alleys had been con- 
structed, a bowling saloon opened, and the balls 
were then rolling swiftly to their destination. 
Cannsn-walls were the ones rolled, while 
elongated ones were used as pins, at which 
three soldiers were taking deliberate aim. Where 
Ihe pins were placed stood a soldier boy, who 
■et them up when they were knocked down. 
These pins were placed in the end of the church 
where the pnlpit had stood. I wondered why 
tbe Provost Marshal had permitted a church to 
be thus desecrated. His office was so near that 
the eonni of balls rolling could be as plainly 
heard by him as it was by me. Officials are 
sometimes strangely observing, snd again are 
strangely neglectful. 

On the morning of the 7lh inst. we heard 
rery familiar sounds. At about daylight tbe 
booming of cannon and tho rattling sound of 
Ticket guns could be distinctly heard from any 
part ef the city. Two guns were fired bv the 
rebels (who were composed of about three hun- 
dred e-avalrymen) from a point near the rail- 
road which leads to Decatur. Shortly after four 
similar reports, in quick succession, were heard 
in a direction almost due west of the city, 
where the greater portion of the rebels were 
located. In this locality was stationed the 2d 
division, 20th corps, commanded by General 
Geary. 

The rebels, after firing a few shots inside of 
the fortilieations, were driven back, and gladly 
embraced the opportunity which presented itself 
of trying the speed and bottom of their nags. 
No e>ne on our side was injured. A rebel ce>m- 
peny lost one of Its members, who was shot and 
wounded in the side. He could give no account 
of the strength of the main force to which he 
belonged. Since that dav the encmv has very 
prudently kept away from the fortifications of 
Atlanta. They discovered that reports, even 
from ' reliable" persons, sometimes prove to be 
unworthy of credit.

The officiating clergyman, the Iter. 0. D. Saun- 
ders, curate, conducted the service, which pro- 
ceeded iu duo course until the question was 
asked of the brie'egroom — "Wilt thou have this 
woman to be thy wedded wife?" To this, in- 
stead of the ordinary affirmative, he replied: 
"Well, I elein't miml taking her for a month or 
so on trial. " This unseemly speech as- 
tounded the congregation and disgusted 
the clergyman, who iustaolly closed his hook, 
went into the vestrr, »pd cliaroliesd. The par- 
tics followed him, begging him to proceed with 
Ihe ceremony, but he resolutely refused, and 
left tbe building, and conferred with the arch- 
deacon of the diocese, the Rev. Chancellor Phil- 
potts, who is residing at the Vicarage. A de- 
mand was made lor the return of the fee paid 
tor the license; but this also was declined; and 
the party, evidently much chagrined, returned 
to tho* church and re-entered the carriages, giT- 
ing orders to be eliiven as ijuickly as possible to 
l't4iuc-uib. Amid the ironical cheers of the os- 
sembliMl crowds the parties drove off, and, just 
before li irv*eu 1 ,k, dashed up to the office of the 
si/. I er iiieiii'e-Lt leswerar at Falmouth, and ap- 
plied to have the niarvlae-o ceremony gone 
through instantly. For tins, however, there 
was not then time, and tbe doublv-ea«uppuinted 
party repaired to the Globe Hotel, wtier*. for 
Ihe. remainder of tbe day, they endeavored, as 
best tl.ev could, to keep up the appearance of 
good spirits. 

How Antusox Wroth. — An interesting lite- 
rary relic has come to light uuexpectc llv in 
Scotland, where a gentleman, Mr. J. 1). Camp- 
btil, of (ilassow, bos printed an elegant 4to — 
the ecitie n limited to 250 copies — "Some por- 
tions of the esssays contributed to tho Spectator, 
by Mr Joseph Addison, now first printed Irom 
his MS. note-book." Tbe original manuscript 
In m which tho volume is printed was pur- 
el, a i d for a small price of a Loudon bookseller 
in 1858, On examination it was found to con- 
tain, though imperfect at the beginning, several 
of Addison's papers for the Spectator, written 
emt in a neat, clerkly hand ou one side of the 
leaves, like a first draft, aud numerous inter- 
linear corrections and additions on tbe opposite 
blank pages, in the undoubted writing ol Addi- 
son himself. These changes and enlargements 
are very curious, and show by what careful 
attention to minutia-, tbc style, "familiar hut 
not ee arse, snd elegant but cot ostentatious" 
(lo use the words of Johuson), that has con- 
ferred immortality upou its author, was ac- 
quired t.nd perfected. Among the better-known 
papers, thus shown in progress of construction 
are tbe essays on Jealousy and Fame, aud a 
portion of the celebrated essay on the Imagina- 
tion. A more instructive lesson on composition 
could hardly be given than this work affords. 
Se me critics have insinuuted doubts, owing to s 
want of a history of the MS., but the internal 
evidence of its genuineuess appeurs to be com- 
plete and satisfactory.

A con- 
dition essential to putrefaction is moisture. 
When llesb is carefully dried by a current of 
w arm, dry air, it resists decay, and retains its 
nutritive powers. The various forms of gelatin 
and albumen, »he-u dcstiealed, are imperisha- 
ble, but in the solution of water, or in a moist 
slate, they aro the most perishable of all animal 
proximate principles. Air promotes putrcfac- 
llve changes, but flesh may be pre served fresh in 
seme oases such as the deutoxide of nitrogen 
for months, When meat is immersed in water 
il.tt has been boiled to expel all the air from it, 
and is covered with a layer of sweet oil, it may 
hi kept Iresli for a long lime. In warm weather 
il.c icJoic meat must be kipt in a dry, coed place. 
1). most favorable tcmpeiature for putrefec- 
t i i jnges from seventy to one hundred do- 
B'fes-

railw ay and lying down at length with Ins be id 
upon Ihe rails as a train was approaching. 
While in the House of Detention he made such 
frequent attempts upon bis lilc tbat he was pr«V 
pounced to be insane, and he was removed to 
ihe Pembroke TP u»e Lunatic Asylum in Hack- 
ney. For the last live woeks be resolutely re- 
in, eel to take food, aud although he was com- 
pelled to swallow sonic by means of the stomach- 
pump, he siicdilv becamo BO reduced that for a 
month past he was unable to get out of l>cd.

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•gr - At tbc dinner (riven last week by the mer- 
chants of Boston to Captain Winslow aud his 
associates, of the steamer Kearearge, the fol- 
lowing toast was proposed and receWed with 
cheers: 

The President of the United 8tates — Called 
for the eecevud time to the most exalted office in 
the gift of the people, may he so administer the 
high trust as to receive the support of the whole 
country, aud restore to the Union the blessings 
of a speedy, honorable, and lasting peace. 

The Hon. Edward Everett was called upon »o 
respond to the sentiment, and, in the course of his 
remarks, he expressed a confidence that the 
toast would be welcomed by all, though differ- 
ences of political opinjon might prevail; it was 
a mark of respect to the President, not as the 
successful candidate after a severely contested 
election, but as the constitutional head of the 
Government of the country, the supreme Ex- 
ecutive office! of "the United States, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and navy, and the 
personal representative of the people in the 
family of nations. But our attention was called 
to the closing passage of Mr. Everett's speech 
more particularly: 

The election, in all but its formalities, is de- 
cided. It is due to both parties to say that they 
accept the result, the one its defeat and the other 
its victory, with moderation and equanimity. It 
is in this spirit alone that our common country 
can be carried through its great trial. The last 
hope of the hostile leaders is in our divisions. 
With sure indications of a cordial union on our 
part, "down their idle weapons will dr»p," or 
be wrested from their hands by the indignant 
and weary masses whom they' have betrayed 
into this desolating war. Let us, then, study the 
things that make lor peace, in the first Irrrfvut 
with each other, as the surest means of an hon- 
orable and a lasting peace with our deluded 
countrymen. It rejoiced mv heart the other 
evening at theopeniugof the Fair to be followed 
on the platform by my life-long friend, Wiuthrop, 
who tilled the same place on the unsuccessful 
electoral ticket that I do in that which has pre- 
vailed, andwhose admirable speech commanded 
the entire sympathy of the audience. A fair ap- 
peal has been made to the people, to which 
they have responded in terms not to be mista- 
ken. Let the successful party continue to ab- 
stain from all unkindly exultation, and the de- 
feated from all bitter partisan warfare. (Jcncral 
Grant has declared that the late election is 
worth a pitched battle, not surely because it is 
a party triumph, but because it is the trumpet 
tone of the people's voice, ailirming the immor- 
tal maxim of General Jackson, the Union must 
aud shall be preserved. Let our brave officers, 
seamen, and soldiers, on the land and on the 
6ca, feel that they are striking, not for this or 
that man— for this or that party — but for the 
whole country, and when our gallant guests, 
who now honor us with their tompany, go 
forth again to other conflicts, and other tri- 
umphs, let them go with the assurance that 
the\ carry w ith them the hearts of a united peo- 
ple. 

These remarks are in the right spirit, and we 
deprecate that malevolence or unbridled zeal 
which would "feed contention in a lingering 
act," and keep alive the asperities of a political 
campaign unparalleled in bitterness and per- 
sonality. We therefore regret to find in the 
Louisville Press an article copied from the 
Cleveland Herald which speaks of this journal 
as a paper 'than which none, iuor out of Dixie, 
has contributed more aid and comfort to rebels 
in arms." The Herald says too that "the coun- 
try begs of the Journal to spare the Administra- 
tion its co-operation. " Now we have before us 
a letter from a distinguished gentleman of Ken- 
tucky, who felt it his duty to support Mr. 
Lincoln's re-election early in the late canvass, 
and his opinion of our past course and his 
contidencc in our future position is thus ex- 
pressed: 

The Journal saved Kentucky, under G3d, 
from going into the rebellion; at least it was the 
most potent instrumentality iu the State, and I 
fully believe it is now in the power of the Journal 
to bring the State safely through the new order 
of things which is upon us, nojmimolent. 

These arc words to cheer and stimulate us. 
The Albany Evening Journal, a paper second 
to none in dignity and talent iu the couutry, 
quotes the very same paragraphs from our 
columns upon which the Loulsvi He Press and the 
Cleveland Herald have so bitterly commented: 
says our "language is sopatriotie" that it can- 
not forbear quoting our "earnest words, "and 
then it give* its views as to the duties of the 
hour, in the following language: 

The position of the Journal is the only one con- 
sistent with patriotism. Now that the "election is 
over; the asperities engendered by the canvass 
Should be allowed to die. It is the duty of all 
citizens, whatever might have been their pro- 
fessions in the past or their predilections in the 
present, to strengthen the hands of the Govern- 
ment and acquiesce iu its policy. It they can- 
not approve of all it does, it behooves tucrn to 
abstuiu from everything like factious opposition. 
Such opposition, while it can do n" good, will 
work iujurv to the cause. It weakens us inter- 
nals, endangers our domestic quiet, and en- 
courages our or.umles In the belief that we are 
divided nn ihc vital question of putting down 
the rebellion. If the spirit of the Journal per- 
vaded the entire opposition press, tbc North 
would be once more practically united aud the 
war brought to a speedy close. 

The New York Times also copies from the ar- 
ticle, which docs not suit the Press and the 
Herald, speaks of its extracts as "admirably 
loyal sentences," and says: 

We are rejoiced to observe the course pursued 
by the Louisville Journal since the decision of 
the country against the Presidential candidate 
for whom it labored so hard. It comes out man- 
fully and bold]] fcr the Administration and for 
the pro.-ecution of the war. The Journal is ■ 
grtut power iu Kentucky. In fact, in its 
sphere of circulation it exercises an iutluence 
unequalled by any other uewspapor in any part 
of the United States. Thegallant State ' voted 
for General Met lellan by a majority of 20,000, 
but it is nevertheless a gallant Slate, and its po- 
sition is always of the greatest iuterest to the 
entire country. 

We are for conciliation- after the bitter politi- 
cal struggle, and we agree fully with Colonel 
Fornev iu his Washington Chronicle when he 
appeals to those who supported General Mc- 
Clellar. — "Let us forget everything but that we 
arc making common cause against our mis- 
guided countrymen who would not submit to 
the popular verdict. Let us loose sight of par- 
tisan feeling and partisan contention. Let us 
end this war. Let us stand shoulder to shoulder 
iu a united effort to bring about a cessation of 
hostilities by scattering the armies of the rebel- 
lion. Fi rget > ou that you ever said a con- 
demnatory w ord of our method of quelling in- 
tun er lion, and we will forget that we ever cen- 
sured jour opposition. Let us throw the might 
of a ui.iu d p«ppla into this great strife, and the 
nation will ti iumph." This is the proper spirit 
of appeal, and when the Chronicle asks for the 
Adnjiniftraiion — " 'Let us fight it out on this 
line' as with the energy of one man, and 
peace will soon spread her white wings over the 
land; at Inst give our policy a fair trial— give it 
ungrudgingly" — we will do so, in the full belief 
that it is the course of wisdom and of patriotism. 

r*5*-TuC telegraphic agents for the press sent 
us, yesterday, news from Nashville by the way 
of Cincinnati, and from Sherman's movements 
by the way of Washington and New York. The 
Times, of the latter city, gave full information 
that Sherman has with him the 11th, l.jth, lGth, 
17th, and 20th army corps, and 9,000 picked 
cavalry under Kilpatrick, making the effective 
force nearly 00,000. Now, we have letters from 
our correspondents, giving us full details of all 
Sherman's preparations, and of his intentions 
as far as they were developed, but their publica- 
tion would have been regarded here as preju- 
dicial to the public Interest, and were therefore 
forwarded to us for our private information, 
with - strict injunctions to keep everything 
out of the paper. We cannot under- 
stand why the Eastern pre*s should be 
.permitted to publish news Which we are en- 
joined from using. When once made public, 
the telegraph diffuses it all over the country, 
and the enemy would obtain it Just as soon if 
printed in New York originally as in Louisville. 
We have been frequently mortified to find intel- 
ligence transmitted from Chicago or New York, 
which Was in our possession several days pre- 
viously, and the public regarded this as a want 
of enterprise on our part. We have always had a 
full staff of correspondents in the field, but some- 
times for weeks they were not allowed to send 
ns anything for publication, while in the mean- 
time other writers have 6ent off their letters to 
the Eastern cities and their news came back to 
U6 by telegraph. There is something radically 
wrong in all this, and we hope a corrective will 
be applied. We have adhered most faithfully 
to the requc-ts of Generals commanding in ab- 
staining from publishing anvthing that could 
possibh prove detrimental to the cause, and yet 
We have been looked upon with suspicion.

•Jj-If a military camp were a perfect Eden, 
and everything to please all the sense* Of enjoy- 
ment could be found thereto, » Whiskey jug. set 
up as wss the apple tree of old to test the sol- 
diers' obedience, would be sure to produce a 
second fall. The serpent of the original para- 
dise would be the serpent still. We have two 
anecdotes in point : A wag of an Irish sutler, 
down in a Tennessee camp, gave his Major a 
recipe for a coldthat was the canee of much mer- 
riment. The Major, a gallant Michigan officer, 
was greatly exposed on a late raid; lying out in 
wet and cold without tent or blanket for several 
weeks, returned to camp suffering greatly from 
a cold. The sutler advised him to take a good 
hot Irish w hiskey punch when going to be J. 
The Major not being <iu fail at punch making, 
asked the sutler how it was done. "Take," 
(aid he, " a gallon jng, and put into it a 
little sugar, then a little water, then a power of 
whiskey, then till it up with whiskey, mix it 
well, go to bed. put your hat on the post at 
your feet, and drink out of the jug until you see 
two hats, and devil a cold you'll have in the 
morning." The Major fortunately had a two 
gallon jug of brandy, jnst sent him by a friend, 
aud, Icing a social and very agreeable compan- 
ion, invited some officers from an Ulinois reg- 
iment to share his good fortune. Himself and 
fiicnds were seated at hi6 quarters, when one 
of the IUinoisonssaid he was greatly annoyed by 
the pilfering propensity of his men. The Major 
remarked that he had the most honest set of 
fellows In the army, and expatiated at 
some length on the extreme honesty of 
his soldiers. The Sucker was surprised 
to bear so good an account of the 
Michigandcrs, and congratulated the Major on 
the good moral standing of his men. The con- 
fab went on until the Major remarked, in the 
language of the Governor of South Carolina, 
addressed to his Excellency of North Carolina, 
"that it was a long time between drinks," and 
suiting the action to the word, stooped down to 
get the jug which be set between his legs, but, 
lo! it was like the Irishman in the bog, non est 
cumalibus inswampo. The Major looked at hi.

Its mysterious disappear- 
ance broke up the party, and the Iilinoisan, 
as he grasped the Major's hand at his depart- 
ure, looked him in the face, and, wiih the 
gravity of a Christian commissioner, remarked 
that "he had indeed a moral and exemplary 
set of men."

at his tent door, bottom upwards. The fact 
was, the boys outside the tent heard the Major 
boasting of their honesty, and concluded to play 
him a trick, and, while he was busy expatiating 
on their good qualities, they pulled til) the tent- 
pegs, raised the side- of the tent, aud stole the 
jug from between his legs. Once iu their pos- 
session it was only natural they should drink 
their gallant commander's health, and like hon- 
est fellows, as they are, return the jug empty, 
as an evidence of the truth of his statements. 

This feat was equalled by one performed by 
the boys of an Ohio regiment, who were on a 
raid with General Mitchell, in Bixty-two, in the 
neighborhood of Bridgeport, Alabama. The reg- 
iment was at that time blessed with a Quarter- 
master who knew how to capture and ap- 
propriate rebel property. At Bridgeport he 
succeeded in securing two barrels of whiskey, 
which were taken to Stevenson and put into 
the railroad depot to await transportation to 
HunUville. The boys smelt the ardent, and de- 
puted one of their number to go into the room 
where the barrels were placed on end to take a 
survey of the premises. The Colonel and the 
Quartermaster were In the room, aud a guard 
was at the door to prevent ingress, but the spy 
wished to speak to the Colonel, and was per- 
mitted to approach the door for that purpose. 
He was evidently a good mathematician, 
for with one glance he located the po- 
sition of the two barrels and reported 
to the men outside. Instantly an au- 
ger was procured and a hole bored through 
the floor and barrels, through which the 
liquor was drawn into buckets, and all the 
canteens in the regiment filled. In half anhour 
half the regiment were hors de combat and the 
Colonel was at his wit's ends to quell a hundred 
flirt's. He could not tell where the liquor was 
procured, aud, after searching every house in 
Stevenson in vain, turned to the guard and 
accused lilm of allowing the men to tap the 
two barrels. The guard protested hisinnocence, 
but the Colonel was incredulous until the bar- 
rels were removed, found empty, and the mys- 
tery solved that relieved the Quartermaster of 
his precious freight. 

Railroad Law.— The Philadelphia Ledger 
Says Nicholas Biddle, iu an address delivered at 
an Agricultural Exhibition in Germantown, 
about twenty years ago. gavo a new and impor- 
tant application to a principle of commou law. 
Under the common law the proprietor of land 
is not bound to fence it to keep cattle from his 
premises. The owner of cattle is bouud to keep 
his cattle from straying upon his neighbor's 
premises. This principle, sound in common 
law, is still more important as applied to the 
railroads of our country, as suggeeted bv Mr. 
Biddle. It is not the duty of railroad-companies 
to put up fences along their track, to keep off 
stray cattle, but it is the business of theownerof 
the rattle to keep his animals so conlined that thev 
commit no trespass upon the property of rail- 
road companies, otherwise the owner will be 
retponsible for the consequences. In purchas- 
ing the right of way through other's land, rail- 
road companies also secure and arc entitled to 
a safe use of it. This important principle of 
equity has not yet been adopted as law bv all 
our State Legislatures, and hence suits are fre- 
qucntlN brought against railroad companies for 
damages for cattle killed, and juries, generally 
the neighbors of the prosecutor, sympathize 
with his loss and find a verdict against the com- 
panies. But a little consideration will show 
that not only a principle of justice is involved 
in a right interpretation of the commou law in 
this matter, but that the safety of travel upon 
our railroads cannot otherwise be assured. 

Any dishonest person, and there arc such 
among farmers as well as towu-folks, desirous 
of speculating upon a reputedly rich company, 
can easily turn out his worn-out cattle upon a 
railroad line to be slaughtered by a passing train, 
though at the hazard of the lives of all the pas- 
sengers in the train. If the law makes the rail- 
road company liable, the owner of the cattle 
gets his damages for an act which should con- 
sign him to the penitentiary or the gallows. 
The railroad company Is also liable for injury 
to the passengers whom it is its interest to carry 
safely, and would do so, but for the trap laid by 
the owner of the cattle to defraud the company. 
Reverse this rule of law, and make the owuer 
liable for all mischief done by railroads running 
over his stray animals, and what would be 
the result? In the first place, there would 
at once be removed all temptation to specu- 
late upon railroad companies. Cattle ready 
to die of themselves would not be placed 
upon railroads to be killed. The public then 
would be relieved of this great risk in travel- 
ling. In the next place, good cattle, of value 
to the owner, would be secured so that it could 
not stray In the way of danger. Consequently 
railroad casualties from runuing over cattle at 
any time would bo a rare occurrence, instead of 
the frequent cause of accident that it now is. It 
is undoubtedly the business of law-makers to 
give the public every protection they can, and 
where every person travels, as in this country, 
they cannot apply a better remedy to the many 
railroad casualties which occur from stray ani- 
mals ui>ou the track, than to make the owners 
liable not only to railroad companies for the 
damage done to their property, but also liable 
to the passengers for damages to their person 
and property.

G£T Among the prisoners captured by the 
Meade county Home Guards on Saturday was a 
taan who st> led himself Captain Jonea. On his 
person was found an official document from the 
cbel General Lyon, dated at his headquarter", 
at .Parte, Tennessee. Captain Jones was directed 
to proceed to Kentucky for the purpose of ob- 
taining recruits for the Confederate service. 
The order is couched in bombastic words, and 
should be preserved as a curiosity. The style 
of diction is original, and the ideas promulgated 
arc quite novel. The line of duty laid down for 
Captain Jones to pursue is somewhat complica- 
ted, and he should thank his lucky stars for be- 
ing captured, as this alone will release him from 
his very embarrassing situation. If General 
Lyoh expected him strictly to obey orders, he 
must have had an exalted opinion of the man, 
or he was making him the innocent victim 
of a monstrous joke. The Captain was 
rent into Kentucky without a command. 
He was expected to organize a force 
and overcome difficulties that would have ap- 
palled a mind possessed of the genius and 
energy of a Napoleon. He was directed to es- 
tablish his headquarters near the banks of Salt 
River, and all territory east of that 6tream was 
to be under his special control. He was clothed 
with plenary powers. He was ordered to en- 
force the conscription law, as passed by the 
Confederate Congress, and forward the recruits 
and conscripts to the General's headquarters at 
Paris. Think, oh, Kentuckians, what a terrible 
fate you have escaped in the capture of the 
chivalric Jones, by the gallant Home Guards of 
Meade county! You never knew the dangers that 
surrounded yon— what a terrible cloud was hang- 
ing over J our heads! The Home Guards have 
averted a sad calamity by making a prisoner of 
the great chief clothed with authority to tear 
you from your homes, from the embrace of your 
sweethearts, wives, and children, and hurry you, 
without a word of warning, or a moment's pre- 
paration, into the ranks of the rebel army, and 
to the dangers of the tented field. Gen. Lyon 
had implicit confidence in Capt. Jones, or he 
would never have entrusted him with the exe- 
cution of an order of so mucli importance.

With Federal drafts and rebel 
conscription, the State would soon have been 
depopulated of its able-bodied men, and the wo- 
men and children would have been left to strug- 
gle and buffet with the world alone. We 
have indeed made a narrow esca'pc The 
gulf that w as yaw ning to receive us was almost 
as black and terrible as the one which so fre- 
quently threatens to swallow Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Bulfalo, and all of the lako shore towns. 
The people of that region grow excited after 
the danger is over; then why should not 
we ? They spend sleepless nights In thinking 
of what is to be : then why 6hould we not worry 
about what might have been ? We have as 
good a right aud as good a cause to grow ex- 
cited and render thanks for our deliverance 
from o great danger as our lake-shore friends 
have. Another class of people should rejoice at- 
the capture of Captain Jones. The outlaw 
bands roaming throughout our State have es- 
caped annihilation. The Captain was ordered 
to wage a warfare upon guerilla bands, and ex- 
terminate them from the face of the earth. 
Great man, indeed, was the valiant Capt. Jones, 
and far greater is his chief, chivalric General 
Lyon. Wonderful man, mighty master ! Noble 
General, gallant Captain ! The people of Ken- 
tucky will long bear you in kind remembrance. 
We have escaped a thraldom— the hour of dan- 
ger is past— the future again Is bright with 
safety and hope ! Sing hosanuas to the Meade

Attempt to MirtntR — Two negro men 
slaves of Warden P. nahn, who lives on Shelby 
street, beyond Broadway, yesterday attempted 
to take the life of their master. Mr. Hahu has 
been sick for some time, and confined to his 
room. John and Reuben, the names of the 
negro men, entered his apartment, armed with 
knives, declaring it to be their intention to take 
his .Ife. Fortunately, he had a Henry rifle in 
his room, which he grasped and attempted to 
shoot them, but the cap of the gun would not 
explode. By this time the scoundrels were 
close upon him. He seized the rifle by the bar- 
rel and used the butt end of the guu with good 
effect upon their woolly heads. Reubeu was 
knocked down and his skull verv badly frac- 
tured. The other was forced to retreat. Both 
of the villains were afterwards arre.-tcd by 
Officers Henry Ryan aud Jack Wcatherford. 
Beulien was taken to the hospital, as he was 
almost in a dung condition. He is an old 
offender, and has been arrested several times on 
criminal charges. 

A Raid on a Nkw Line— Kei-oktkd Inva- 
sion or Eastekx Kentucky.— The Cincinnati 
Commercial, of yesterday, says Gen. Burbridge 
has been put on the alert again by reports that 
Gen. Breckinridge is attempting the invasion of 
Kentucky by way of Bull's Gap. The short al- 
lowapcc on which the rebel General has been 
put in Southwestern Virginia has, doubtless, 
whetted his desire for a dwelling place again on 
the fat blue-grass lands, but his undertaking, 
particularly at this season of the year, is one of 
greatest temerity. It is not, however, difficult 
to imagine that he w ill be iu a desperate strait 
for w inter supplies for his army,unlcss he makes 
some bold strike for a new source. Forces are, 
we learn, being concentrated rapidly at a point 
beyond Lexington to counteract his movements, 
and there ought to be no great difficulty in keep- 
ing his hungry horde in the mud aud knobs ol 
the Cumberland's headwaters until they cave iu 
or retire. 

8iiit an]> Kn.i.r.n. — About four o'clock yester- 
day morning, a drafted man named Calvin P. 
Middleton, from Marion, Grant, county, Ind., 
was shot and killed by the guard at the Ex- 
ehange Barracks. Middleton, with a number of 
drafted men, was received at the Barrack* on 
Sunday. Early yesterday morning, he, with a 
number of his comrades, approached one of the 
windows, and remained there in violation of 
positive orders. The guard on duty at the post 
commanded the men to leave the window, 
which they refused to do. They treated all of 
his orders with contempt, and insulted him with 
oaths and opprobrious names. Maddened by 
their insolent manner, the sentinel raised his 
guu and fired. The ball struck Middleton in 
the head, passing through it, and producing in- 
stant death. The soldier wjap fired the shot is 
from Indiana, and one of the detail that guarded 
the prisoners to the city. He was justified in 
firing upon the unruly men. 

CAncKF.i).— Capt. L. Jones, of the 9th rebel 
Kentucky cavalry, and J. A. Hackett, of the 2d 
rebel Kentucky cavalry, were received at Bar- 
racks No. 1 yesterday morning. They were 
enptured in Meade county by a detachment of 
Home Guards under Capt. Aubrey. Jones was 
engaged in recruiting in Kentucky for the Con- 
federate se rvice. 

Sent to the Fortifications.— Jacob Ed- 
wards, a private soldier, became obstreperous, 
and drew a pistol on a guard who was in the 
discharge of his duty. For this breach of mil- 
itary etiquette, Jacob was sent to the fortifica- 
tions to be confined at hard labor in the trench- 
es for a period of fifteen days. 

One hundred and sixty men from the 2d 
East Tennessee cavalry, arrived in the city 
yesterday from the front, to be remounted and 
newly equipped for the field. They have seen 
rough service, aud arc fine specimens of the 
hardy mountain race. 



A Dksertkr — James D. Fall, of company D,

The Like ok a Sckit — W«. IIeniiv Corn. 
In time of w ar, there is no life so full of danger 
and rich with adventure as that of n secret scout. 
Life is never safe with them: they are constantly 
surrounded by dangers, and trials make the 
path not one of the softest to tread, or fruitful 
of pleasure. In the changing scenes and ftaya 
of adventure, thoughts of duty are ever upper- 
most with the scout, and urge him to be cau- 
tious aud prudent. Only the coolest, bravest, 
and most trusty men are detailed for this duty. 
Sacrifices have to be made and difficulties sur- 
mounted that would appall the timid. The true 
scout is always a hero; yet he often fails while 
in the performance of his duty, and the 
world knows nothing of his history. 
To meet with success, the operations 
must be marked with secrcsy; consequently 
wc learn but little of the reality of the life. 
When we find a man who has thus perilled him- 
self, we feel like warding to him the praise 
that is honestly due him. We were called upon 
yesterday by Win. nenry Cove, who, in military 
circles, has acquired a fine reputation as one of 
the daring scouts of the Army of the Cumber- 
land. Possessed of an iron frame, and blessed 
w itn youth, he is a man well calculated to nu- 
dergo hardships, and, judging from his bright 
eye, one not to quail in the hour of danger. For 
many months he has led a wild, daring life. In 
March last he connected himself with the secret 
service, and was the companion of many an ad- 
venture with that veteran scout James G. 
Brown, of Georgia, who seems to bear a 
charmed life. To record all of the adventures 
of Cove would require volnmes, for every hour 
of lii» life was equal to pages of history. 

He, w ith Brown became such a terror to the 
rebels that General Johnston, when in com- 
mand of the rebel forces, with his headquarters 
at Dallas, offered a reward of fifty thousand 
dollars for their apprehension. They were in 
Confederate cam]* at the time, but so com- 
pletely disguised as to defy detection. Two 
days after the reward was offered, they returned 
to the Union lines with valuable information, 
which was communicated to General Thomas. 
Coye accompanied a detail of fifteen men on a 
hazardous expedition, in which the whole party 
was surprised and captured. After being re- 
tained a prisoner for several days, the young ad- 
venturer succeeded in making his escape. When 
the rebels made the attack on Alatooda, Coye 
w as in the Confederate lines, and, effecting his 
escape from them, he joined our forces, and 
furnished them with such information as to de- 
teat the plans of the enemy. 

When the rebel forces occupied Dalton, Brown 
and Coye were in constant communication with 
both armies. They were often pursued by the 
rebel forces, but were well acquainted with the 
roads and country, and were never captured. 
Near Springplace, eight miles from Dalton, they 
had discovered a cave on a little island in a 
cane-brake, surrounded by water, and this 
proved to them a safe retreat. The spot was so 
secluded, that you might ride upon the hank of 
of the stream, and never dream that a covert 
was •-o near. The cave was reached by swim- 
ming their horses, and in this rude abode they 
lived for three weeks. Every night they sallied 
forth, oid cither entered or hung upou the out- 
skirts of the Confederate lines. They obtained 
much valuable information, which was prompt- 
ly communicated to Gen. Thomas. Wc have 
not not space to devote to the history of the life 
of Coye. He is a resident of Indiana, hut was 
born in Ohio. He is a daring, resolute fellow, 
and should be rewarded for his services by the 
Government.

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 

NIGHT DESPATCHES. 



Washington. Nov. 21. 

The report of Gen. Canby-g death is discred- 
ited here. 

Bnrnsidc ha- returned to the eity from the 
trmv. 

It'is expected by the military men here that 
Sherman's movement will brinij on operations 
along the whole line both iu Virginia and the 
West. 

Richmond papers contain no news from 
Georgia. They are undoubtedly under strict 
censor? hip to prevent a panic. 

The Richmond Sentinel save: In Virginia new 
movements are on foot, and iu Louisiana and 
Tennessee vast campaigns, singularly compli- 
cated, are in process of development. 

Both the Sentinel and Dispatch insist that 
Sheridan has sent part of his army to (irant, 
and save that Early has advanced to near Har- 
jaer's Ferry. 

They are also in expectation of a grand move- 
ment against Richmond by Grant. 

In the rebel Senate, a resolution was offered, 
requesting JefT Davis to inform the Senate if 
anv one of the United States had expressed a 
willingness to go into Convention with the Con- 
federate States to negotiate a peace, or consult 
on the best method of cilecting a cessation of 
hostilities. 

Admiral Farragut communicates to the Navy 
Department the intelligence of the capture of a 
Prussian schooner, bv the United States steamer 
Scioto, in October, while attempting to runinto 
Vclasco, Texas, vr:th an assorted cargo. 

Information has been received from the West- 
em Gulf Blockading Squadron of the capture, 
on the 5th instant, of the steam schooner Jo- 
hanna by the Uni;ed States steamer Fort Mor- 
gan, laden with medicines, iron, Ac. 

At three o'clock yesterday morning, a force of 
about forty rebels was discovered crossing from 
the Maryland side of the Potomac into Virginia, 
above Edwards's Ferry, having with them some 
fifteen or twenty led" horses and some cattlo. 
They are supposed to have crossed during the 
night. 

As soon as the Provost Marshal of Montgom- 
ery county was informed of the matter he made 
inquiry, and led to believe that there is a 
concerted horse and cattle stealing movement 
into Maryland going^ on by Moeby and other 
guerilla bands. This troop was led by Harry 
Fillmore, who left a note nailed to the wall of 
a deserted building, announcing that this pres- 
cut raid was only a forerunner of what was to 
come. 

Brigadier-General John H. rjobart, of the 
United States veteran corps, is mustered but of 
service. By the same order, the army ettieers 
reported as aide-de camp to him are requested 
to join their regiments without delay. 

From the letters received at Washington from 
officers prominent upon General Canby's staff, 
it is ascertained that the General's wound is 
much less dangerous than w as reported. This 
information leads the high t flicials in the War 
Department to entirely discredit the report of 
hi. death in the Cairo despatch, which undoubt- 
edlv arose from a baseless rumor circulated in 
the West. 

New York, Nov. 21. 
Gold has been active during the morning, and 
the expectation was general that there would be 
another grand bull movement, but the news of 
Sherman's advance cheeked the upward teu- 
deney. The price opened at 21!), went up again 
to 221%, then lell to 217, and went up again to 
218%.

New York, Not. 21. 

A special despatch to World from Washing- 
ton says: Richmond papers of the 10th con- 
tain positive information that Sherman Is far 
south of Atlanta, and is still moving onward. 
The people along his route, and most of the 
Southern citizens, are in a high state of excite- 
ment. There seems to be no troops to retard 
his progress. Hood is still near Florence, and 
has made no offensive movement. 

Despatches from General Rawlings, from 
Gram s headquarters, giving the substance of 
the news from the Richmond papers, confirm 
that some prominent gentlemen have arrived 
here to confer with the President in regard to 
tlic banishment to the rebel lined of Lieutenant- 
Governor Jacob, of Kentucky, and Paul R. 
Shipman, late Editor of the Louisville Journal. 
An order countermanding the sending of Ship- 
man bc\ond the enemv's lines did not reach 
Kentucky until after he had been sent South. 

The Provost Marshal-General has issued an • 
order revising the enrolment lists by putting 
down the names of those persons who have be- 
come liable to military duty since ihe last en- 
rolment, and taking off the names of those who 
arc not liable to military duty by reason of over- 
ace, termination of enlistment, <fcc. Removal 
from one sub-district to another is required to 
be noted. 

The loth army corps has been discontinued, 
and the troops which composed it have been put 
into other corps. 

The report that Gen. Bui nside has been as- 
signed to the command of the ilth corps is un- 
true. 

Sccrctarv Wells has addressed a letter of 
thanks to l.ieut. disking for the destruction of 
the rebel ram Albemarle and to his brave com- 
rades.

Gec. Giixum's Defeat. — We have had meagre 
reports from various sources In regard to ths 
defeat of Gen. Gillem by the rsbtsls al Bull's 

Gap, but hate been furnished with nothing 
definite in relation to the affair. We learn that 
Gen. Brcckinrldpe, with ten thousand men, 
made the attack on Gillem, whose force did not 
number more than tvrentv-five hundred, and, 
»fter a sharp fight, routed him, capturing tlx 
pieces of artillery, and about four hundred pris- 
oners. Gen. Gillem, it appears, was surprised, 
cut numbered, and badly ■whipped. He, how- 
ever, has rallied lib forces, and again presents 
a bold front to the rebel army. 

Damage to tiik Nasiivillr Ratt.hoad. — The 
passenger train oner the Nashville railroad, dne 
at Louisville at 6 o'clock, on Friday evening, 
did not arrive in the city until Saturday at 1}, 
V. M. A freight train left Nashville early on 
Friday morning, drawn by a heavy locomotive, 
the wheels of which were sadly out ol order. A 
large piece was broken out of one of the driving 
wheels, and at every revolution It strnck the 
rails in such a manner as to break or crush them. 
Tbc locomotive only proceeded up the road as 
far as Gallatin, and between that poiut and 
Nashville, some twelve hundred ruils were bro- 
ken so badly as to be rendered iselese. It is 
estimated that $20,000 will not repair the dam- 
age done. The simple running of the locomo- 
tive proved more destructive to the road than 
a rebel raid. The passenger train was detained 
by this strange accident. Mechanics had to 
spike the broken rails, and the train could ad- 
vance only at a snail's pace. The broken rail* 
will be replaced as soon as possible, and for 
several days the trains will be thrown out of 
time. 

A Dusihratb Mas Shot.— About, two o'elock 
on Friday morning, says the Nashville Dispatch, 
officers Nelson Scott and Sam Flummer heard a 
dislurbanee at the house of Gcorgo Wilsan, on 
College street. Hastening to the spot, the offi- 
cers found two men trying to break open the 
door. They were ordered to desist, but the 
men refused, when the •Ulcers arrested them, 
Scott taking one of the men, names, Bolan, and 
riummer taking charge of the other, Martin 
Mellon, a citizen of Ithica, New York, lately 
employe* as brakeman on the Nashville and 
Chattanooga Kailroad. Bolan fought Scott for 
some distance, but ttiey progressed up the street 
more rapidly than Plummcr, who could scarcely 
told Mellon, and at length was partially thrown. 
On recovering himself, he saw Mellon making for 
Scott, who was about twenty yards ahead. He 
called to him to halt.but he ran on, and wa« about 
to deal a deadly blow upon Scott, when Plurnmer 
fired his revolver, which brought Mellon to a 
stand, the ball taking effect in the lower part 
of the back, near the spine. The prisoners were 
then taken before Captain Puckett, who sent 
for Dr. Brlggs. The wound was pro!>ed, and 
the course of the hall traced toward the left hip. 
The wound being a daugcrous one, Dr. Briggs 
thought it advisable to send the man to the hos- 
pital, and Captain Puckett accordingly sent him 
to hot-pital No. 3, corner of Front street and 
the Square, where he now lies. No blame 
whatever is attached to Officer Plummer, as, In 
addition to his duty to secure his prisoner, he 
*elt that the lifs of Officer Scott could only be 
secure by preventing Mellon 's attack upon that 
officer. 

ffjT The Snacifh papers give accounts of the 
riot iu the Madrid theatre when Brignoli made 
his debut. Three hundred low.Ue, were fur- 
nished with whistles and sent to tho opera to 
Interrupt the performance. They did it ef- 
fectually. The note was deafening, and so con- 
tinued that finally the curtain was dropped and 
the performance abandoned. It does not ap 
pear that Bi iguoli was even heard, yet the critics 
complain of his nasal voice, call him a cast-off 
New York tenor, and say he has "none of the 
qualities which rnnke sympathy for a singer upon 
his first appearance." One of the papers says: 
' From the first notes of the ncilatiro of the 
tenor, in which Signor Brignoli made his debut, 
the storm that was threatening in the parterre 
burst with such violence that the voice of the 
finger and the music of the orchestra were per- 
fectly inaudible. Excepting the scenes of Pesco 
and Silva, conscientiously applauded, the reUof 
the performance was received with a tornado of 
hisses." And finally the theatre was converted 
Into a regular htill-tiglit, to the great scandal of 
the city. We gather from all the accounts that 
the disturbance arose not so much ou Brignoli's 
account as on previous short comings at the 
theatre; but the judgment against Brignoli w is 
very severe. He is described as good enough 
for the small towns, but not for tho first theatre 
of Madrid. 

MAORrnKr.'s R.tin of Boston. — In Magni- 
dcr's raid on the little town of Boston on Thurs- 
day hist, the members of his gang acted more 
like devils than men. They dashed into the 
town with cocked revolvers lu their hands, and, 
yelling like wild Indians, swore horrid oaths of 
vengeance. G. W. Fryer's store was broken 
open and robbed of goods and money, and bis 
dwelling-house plundered from garret to cel- 
lar. Tbc express-office was gutted, and the 
post-office ransacked. Mr. Rosenham's store 
received the same kind attention, and none of 
the citizens, In their houses, were overlooked. 
Even body was insulted, searched and robbed. 
Mr. Cotton was relieved of a fine gold watch 
and a small amount of money. The scoundrels 
b-ft in the direction of Elizabethtown, pursued 
by a detachment of Federal soldiers.

Trri.BS in Fuakcu.— The Bulletin dc Lois 
publishes several decrees, the first two relating 

to titles of nobility. 
Number one maintains and confirms in favor 

ot M. Gulllaume Alexandre I.onls Etlenne, Due 
d'Hamiltoo, the hereditary title of Due de Chs* 
telberanlt, created by Henry H., King of Franr*, 
in 1518, in favor of James Hamilton, Earl of Ar- 
ran. In stead of "maintain and ecnDrm. " the 
Bulletin should have employed the word create, 
for to give the present Duke of Hamilton the 
disputed French title Is nothing lees than a cre- 
ation. Lord Abereorn is the representative of 
the male line of Lord Arran, whilst the Duke of 
Hamilton is descended from the female branch. 
Ike late Duke agreed, at the instance of Lord 
Abereorn, to drop his title of Cliatelberault. 
However, an imperial decision overrides law. 

The second decree is a concession to M. Tal- 
leyrand-Perigord and his descendants to enjoy 
thetitlcof Dukeof Montmerency. Thcdecisl >o 
will give employment to gentlemen ef the robe, 
for several branches of the Montmorent ics, al- 
though they cannot claim it for themselves, are 
not inclined to allow the title to be borne by an- 
other. Many persons were astonished that M. 
de Ta!!eyrand-l'erigoru> should care to change 
one title for another. In the presence of the 
President of the Corps Legislatif the new noble 
was complimented by several people of becom- 
ing a Montmorency; .the Duke de Morny, how- 
ever, was silent, and gave as bis reason that he 
thought it no subject of cengralulalion to a 
Talleyrand-Pcngo.d, when he took the name of 
Lis mother. A bystander made the unkind re- 
mark that that quite depended upon who the 
mother was. The Montmorencies have some 
reason to be grateful to the Napoleons. The 
first Emperor, hi order to get the Duchess to his 
court, restored all the confiscated Montmorency 
property which, at the time of the lady 's visit to 
the Tuileries, remained in the hands of the 
state. One of tho first troubles into which Na- 
poleon fell with the republicans was owing to 
his distribution of feudal titles. These titles, 
remarked a historian, were at times absurdly 
bestowed, snd all France laughed when the Em- 
peror made a Montmorency a Count, on the same 
day that he created his police-minister Fouche 
a Duke. 

Ax AltGtxST Ao.nrcnror.— Galignani publishes 
a letter to M. Elie de Beaumont, giving an ac- 
count of two monuments, discovered by him 
near Alatri, in the Campo de Romans. This 
town, of Pelasgic origin, and celebrated for 
its Cyclopean walls, is situated on the top of a 
mountaia, and, being at the time of the Romans 
ill provided with water, the Censor L. Betilie- 
ntis Vaous, as a celebratad incription tells us, 
caused an aqueduct 340 feet high to he con- 
structed between Alatri and the neighboring 
mountains, it being expressly stated that he 
built it with arches and provided it with strong 
pipes. The present researches, ordered by 
Pope Pius IX., in order to renew the supply of 
water to the town, have led to the discovery of 
a large portion of the old aqueduct. From the 
purvey made by Father Setchi it appears that 
the lowest point of the aqueduct lies 110 metres 
below the highest poiut of the town, a figure 
which coincides with 340 feet of the inscription. 
Here, therefore, is an aqueduct, built li'iO years 
before Christ, in the shape of a reversed syphon 
under a pressure of eleven atmospheres. It is 
difficult to say how much water was conveyed 
by this aqueduct, but it evidently was sufficient 
for the consumption of the town, since the 
piers of the arches measure no less than 5 feet 
y inches In breadth. The total length of the 
syphon is about six kilometres. The other dis- 
covery is a field under which a complete system 
of drainage was executed by mean* of long 
pipes made of brick clay, and on an average a 
foot and a half in diameter. They are now stop- 
ped up with gadliner.t, and are two metres and 
a quarici below the surface of the soil. This 
flcld was probably the parade-ground men- 
tioned in the inscription as having been laid out 
by Betilienus, whose attention to the interests 
of his city was well rewarded, since he Was 
twice appointed Censor, and a statue was erect- 
ed to his honor. 

rfJTMiss nosmer's Statue of Zenobia, Queen 
of Palmyra, has been on exhibition in New 
Yoik. The Journal of Commerce says it is a 
noble work of art, snd the subject Is one of the 
best that could have been chosen. A Queen in 
chains, ou foot, dragging her imperial robes in 
the dust, the sport of the brutal Roman popu- 
lace, but majestic even in bonds, the mistress 
ofu will which tho Roman Emperor Aurelian 
could not break or bend— such is the magnifi- 
cent study selected by Miss Hosmer from the 
long galleries of the past. It is the peculiar 
merit of this statue, as of all other truly great 
woilcs of art, that it represents oac thing, and 
one thing only. The figure is that of Zcnobia, , 
and of no ope else, and any person who had 
read aught of the hl.-tory or Uaditiuns.of that 
unhappy princess would know her at first sight. 
The figure Is of heroic size, of a masculine 
mould, hawng a breadth of shoulders, strength 
of limbs, and dignity of port blcndod with femi- 
nine grace, all best expressed, perhaps, by the 
word Junonian. Her head, still wearing the 
diadem, is bent toward the ground in sad medi- 
tation. In her left hand is gathered a part of 
her ample robes. Her right hand, attached to 
the other by a chain, hangs loose. 

Disthkssixc; ami> Fatal Acr.inK.NT. — Last Sat- 
urday Mr. Robert Gautier, with his little son, 
were visiting Mrs. Gaston, in the bottom oppo- 
site Lexington, Missouri, and went out in the 
afternoon hunting squirrels. Several efforts 
were made to fire the gun, but failing to fire it, 
they set the gun down in the corner of the room. 
Shortly after, some company rose to return 
home, and were followed by a dog, who ran 
against the pin, knocking it down, when it cx> 
plodcd. the ball scratching the wrist of Mrs. 
Gnutier, passed through the head of her little 
child, killing it instantly, again scratching her 
arm above the elbow, and lodged in the arm of 
Mrs. Dunn. The ladies were not seriously In- 
jured.

Orleans Pica} une of the 11th learns from the 
punerof steamship Clinton, just arrived from 
Brazos Santiago, that Brig. -Gen. Slaughter, of 
the Confederate army, had arrived at Browns- 
ville with 3,000 infantry and twelve pieces of 
artillery, and had taken command, relieving 
Brig.- Gen. Drayton. General Slaughter is a 
emduale of West Point, and was formerly a 
Lieutenant in the 1st U. 8. Regular Artillery, 
and one time on duty as such on the Rio 
Grande. 

John Laech, Ihe well-known contributor 
to Punch, wno has just died, was, since the 
ueetfl of his friend and former schoolfellow 
Thackeray, very susceptible to nervous affec- 
tions.

A hunm Exrosi nit. — Wc find the follow- 
ing startling developments ia the Cincinnati 
Commercial of yesterday : 

It has been known at the post headquarters 
for some days that s number of men were fitting 
out in this city, their object being to join, as 
soon as ready, Captain nines s gang of guerillas 
hi Kentstky. The lead has been cautiously 
worked by "two expert detective*, who gained 
tlieconlider.ee of the party; and night before 
last, every thing being ripe, a descent wan made 
upon ths'party, who were scatte red in different 
hotels, snd the result ws» a capture of ten, with 
their piitols, ammunition, baggage, riding 
boots, spnrs. gsnntlets, etc., all of which were 
fopckited vsalerdav at District Headquarters, 
->nd mass quite an imposing display. , 

The gang proceeded very cautiously, board- 
ing in small parties at different hotels, and ob- 
■ srving tie greatest vigilance in guarding their 
■wist. Their intention was to recruit a hun- 
dred xosm in this city, snd they probably have 
rucc'eded in getting about thirty or forty, seve- 
ral of whom have already left the cily, and no 
i)oubt reached their destihstlon. 

An ample military detail set onl night before 
last, well armed with revolvers, bent on arrest- 
ing all of the party who could be fouud. The 
detail, piloted by the detectives, snddenlv de- 
scended upon five at the Broadway Hotel, three 
>. . the Merchants' Hotel, and two at the MadU 
ton House, completing the work at about 3 
o'clock yesterday morning. On searching their 
persons and baggage, splendid new revolvers, 
an abundance of ammunition, Confederate 
coats, and Bowie knives, were found. Each 
wa» also provided with a hasdsome new pair of 
glared riding boots, one pair being extrava- 
gantly costly. These lost probably belonged to 
H. Waller, jr.. as from one of the boot-lees a 
foiled collar with his name was extracted. This 
Waller has been recognLied as an eseaned rebel 
pritoner from Alton. As far as is known, those 
si rested are all escaped Cosifederates, either 
from Camps Chase, Douglas, or Morton. By a 
common nnderstaoding, they have rend»s- 
voused in this city, proposing, after arming 
themselves, to proceed in squads to Kentucky. 
Captain Booth, General Wiliieh's Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General, has reason to believe that Cap- 
tain Hines himself has been in the city very re- 
cently, s::d it is not positively ascertained thai 
he has left it. 

The consternation of these dare-devils was, as 
might be supposed, extreme. They offered no 
resistance. It would have been madness for 
them to do so with a doxen revolvers covering 
their persons. They were marched, as fast as 
srrested, to General' Willich'6 headquarters, on 
Esst Third street, snd from thence committed 
to McLean Barracks to await examination'. 

Their carpet-bags were filled with a variety of 
articles, primripsHy, however, neglie;" thirts, 
undcr-cloihing. Ac. In one was a very hand- 
some officer's haversack for the march; two 
contained buckskin gauntlet?; and all hod splen- 
did Colt's revolvers, loaded and capped. A pair 
of richly-gilt military spurs were found in one. 
One fancy fellow bad quite an assortment of on- 
guents and perfumes, the latter of the brand 
"Sportsman's Bouquet." Two of them were 
pro) ably officers, judging from their outfit. In 
the inventoiy we rniisl also Include new hats 
and caps and a quantity of new citizeus' cloth- 
ing. 

• Their riant. — The prisonersarc nearly all men 
who have served ia the rebel cause, and before 
experienced imprisonment iu the North. They 
came here from Chicago as soon as the dovilish 
plot for the destruction of that city, in which 
they were intcre--tcd, was discovered and 
knocked on the head.

At 
this point some forty of them were to have as- 
sembled and started yesterday for a point near 
Augusta, Kentucky, wherejCaptain Uioes, for- 
merly of Morgan's command, was to have or- 
ganized n band of one hundred and forty gue- 
rillas for immediate operations in Kentucky. 
But this affair, so unfortunate to them, has, 
doubtless, complctaly nipped the whole affair 
in its promising bud. The names of :<tv prison- 
ers are Eelmund C. Waller, I^wis Sehultz, Wm. 
B. Mooklar, Samuel B. Harper, H. L. Rice, 
William H. Bosswell, William F. Brooks, John 
K enter. This man Waller, of whom we have 
already spoken, was to have taken command of 
the squad which was to leave this poiut.

York, while driving a nail, a few days ago, ac- 
cidentally struc k the end of her forefinger with 
a hammer.
